California to Texas, Iowa, and finally Zion, Illinois, where he

graduated from Zion Preparatory College in June of 1924; and

WHEREAS, He worked for the Chicago office of the

Springfield Fire and Marine Insurance Company; he attended

Cornell College in Mt. Vernon, Iowa, from 1925 to 1927; in 1926

he worked with an electric company installing poles and

transmission wires from Downers Grove to Naperville;

throughout the rest of the 1920s he worked with Commonwealth

Edison, worked as an apprentice plumber, and worked with the

Illinois Bell Telephone Company; in 1931 he attended North

Central College in Naperville, where he met his future wife; he

graduated from North Central College in June of 1934 and during

the rest of the 1930s worked for IBT office in Chicago, the

Wheaton Recreation Project under the WPA, and East Aurora High

School as a bookkeeper and their first wrestling coach; he

taught first-year accounting at Elgin Community College; he

also taught numerous accounting courses for Aurora University

from 1965-1974; in 2002 he was voted into the East Aurora High

School Athletic Hall of Fame; and

WHEREAS, He was a member of the National Education

Association, the Illinois Education Association, the National

Retired Teachers Association, the Illinois Retired Teachers

Association, the Aurora Area Retired Teachers Association, and

the Aurora Golden K Kiwanis Club; he attended the First
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Presbyterian Church of Aurora for over sixty years; and
